BERLIN, Wednesday — A special 
aunouncement from the Fuehrer’s 
Headquarters states :—‘‘ The battle of 
the breach on the isthmus of Kerch 
is decided. It has ended with the 
annihilation of the enemy forces 
encircled there. Up to now the enemy 
has lost 40,000 prisoners, 197 tanks, 
598 guns and 269 aircraft. Countless 
other war material has been captured 
or destroyed. The pursuit of the 
beaten remainder of the enemy is being 
continued in the direction of Kerch.”’ 

The German communiqué, after re- 
peating the special announcement about 
Kerch, says:—‘‘In the waters of the 
peninsula bomber forces yesterday 
sank four small transports and 
damaged a large number of other 
coastal vessels. 

‘‘In Lapland, the enemy lost between 
April 24th and May 10th over 11,000 
dead in the successful fighting of the 
German-Finnish troops in the Louhi 
sector. ’’—(Reuter.) 

According to a German High Com- 
mand spokesman on German radio, 184 
Russian ‘planes have been shot down 
in the fighting in the Kerch peninsula. 

German ‘planes attacked nine Soviet 
steamers in the Kerch Straits, says 
the radio. ‘‘ Two small freighters and 
two cutters were sunk, and the other 
ships were damaged.’’—(Reuter.)

FOUND ON BEACH

When asked what happened, he 
said: “ That thing exploded,” and

wab an iron vice, which was shattered 
to pieces, and from that I concluded 
that the cylindrical brass object had 
been in the vice. The garage was in 
great part wrecked and the glass in the 
motor cars smashed. 


WORK OF LAND COMMISSION 


Due to the existing emergency, the 
operations of the Land Commission 
were greatly slowed down during the 
year ended 3lst March last, according 
to the annual report, issued yesterday. 
At the end of the year the Department 
had suffered the loss of one-fourth of 
its normal staff because-of transfers to 
other branches, and since then in- 
creasing numbers have gone.

Under the Land Acts, 1923-39, an 
area of 34,819 acres of untenanted land 
was acquired or taken over during the 
year, and an area of 25,678 acrés was 
distributed: among 1,804 _allottees.

In the course of his address, the Pope 
said that he made this appeal because 
“we feel the urgent need of opening 
our lips and speaking with frankness. 
We make no concrete proposals for a 
just and honourable peace,” he con- 
tinued. ‘‘ Destruction and bloodshed 
caused by the war are accumulating. 
We.renew our appeal irresistibly, in 
view of the gradually worsening cir- 
cumstances of the conflict. 

“To the leaders of the nations we 
give a paternal warning. Wise leaders 
of nations will not fail to hearken to 
this appeal—not out of weakness, but 
out of wisdom. 

“We well know how in the state of 
things to-day there would be little 
probability of success in formulating 
detailed proposals for a just and 
honourable peace. Kather, every time 
we utter a word of peace, we run the 
risk of offending one or other side. 
While one side bases its hopes on re- 
sults achieved the other side bases its 
hopes on the outcome of future 
events.” 

The Pope referred to the present 
“tempest of sorrows ” which was over- 
shadowing the world, and re-assured 
Catholics everywhere ‘that Christ was 
never more watchful over His followers 
than at such limes as were being en- 
dured at present. Christianity at. pre- 
sent, said the Pope, did not differ from 
that of the early days of the Church; 
the youth of the Church had declined, 
but it did not itself grow old. 

Earlier in his appeal, the Pope said ¢ 
“To-day in some countries those in 
authority, bent on replacing right by 
force, trump up against Christains the 
same charge of infringements of the 
law which the Czsars of the first 
century pretended to have found in 
Peter and Paul and a countless line cf 
innocent victims who are now effulgent 
with a halo of virtues. The charge 
was unchanging; it was that of their 
unflinching loyalty to the King of 
‘Kings and Lord of Lords. It was 
mecessaty, therefore, for Christians to 
recast themselves on the mould of the 
‘early Church and to emulate the forti- 
tude of those who withstood the first 
“et game The times in which the 

ived demanded no less staunch a faith 
and an equal rceadmess to make the 


same sacrifices that had made great the 


early days of the Christian Church.”’
